TUB BURCH DIVOUCK CiSK.—A corres- 


pondent of the N. Y. Tribune, writing from 
Chicago, Bays of this remarkable case: 


Tho new trial will probably come off in

plication of Mr. JJurcb) oa the ground that 
the judge, in charging the jury, used the 
words: " Jf you believe," etc., whereas he 
should have snid, "If you believe upon the 
evidence."

GKNBRAT. SKIUEL. — This distinguished 


officer, who has just added new lnurela to 
his already brilliant military reputation, 
was bo in in Cailearuho, the capital of the 
graml-duketlom of 15,'iden, where he also re- 
ceived his education at tho military acade- 
my. At the ago of eighteen he was appoin- 
ts! ft first lieutenant in the regular army. 
Aa mich he published u series of newspaper 
articles on some of the defects and abunes 
in tho German armies, which created quite 
a sensation in military circles. Ilia bold 
and regardless criticisms brought on him 
the Oisfnvor of his government and his dis- 
mirfrtivl from the service, but, at the same 
time nerved to establish his reputation aa an 
otlicer of uncommon talents and thorough 
military knowledge. When, in 1848, the 
revolutionary movement broko out in Bad- 
en, hid republican proclivities made him 
join tho revolutionary army, of which he 
WJIH noon after elected commauder-in-chief, 
being then only '23 years old. In several 
engagement:] he proved his practical skill 
to be equal to his theoretical abilities. 
At 


the battle of Weinheim, where, with 1,500 
men, ho defeated 4,000 regular Heaaian 
troops, he was seen in the thickest of the 
tight, his helmet riddled with balls. 
At the 


battle of Offenbach and on other occasions 
he was equally succeauful against superior 
forces. 
When lin&lly obliged to yield to 


the overwhelming strength of the enemy — 
ho had but 15,000 tnun, part of them volun- 
teering recruits against a regu'ar army of 
50,000 royaliuta under the command of the 
present King of Prussia — he made his fa- 
moua retreat to Switzerland, during which 
he continually checked the advancing ene- 
my by repeated attacks, coming out of all 
engagements with a smaller loss of lives 
than the enemy. 


Not allowed to remain in Switzerland, he 


came to New York, where he sustained him- 
self, first bj selling tobacco and segars, 
then by publishing a military periodical 
and a large work on military science, and 
finally by teaching mathematics at the Ger- 
man-English Academy of Dr. Dulon. 
At 


the outbreak of the accession movement it) 
Missouri ho was a professor of mathematics 
in St. Louis. Clen. Seigel possesses iti an 
eminent degree the two qualities, rarely 
combined in the same person, ot being a 
bold, dashing commander and ft skillful and 
prudent tactician. 


When, in tho course of the war, the law- 


yers and politicians now commanding our 
brave volunteers will have to make room 
for real otlicers, it is hoped that Gen. Seigel 
will not be overlooked.

The Baltimore Sun of July 5, describes the 
tiring of the N. Y. regiment in the Camden 
station on account of a pistol shot Bred at 
the regiment.

U now appears that the ball from the 


mufkct of the soldier who stumbled and 
fell upon entering the depot, killed a mem- 
ber of company J, who was ia advance of 
him. He was a young man named Burr, 
about 2;? years of age. 
The Minie hall first 


st uck Burr in the back of the head, com- 
ing *ut at the forehead. 
The whole top of 


hia forehead was blown away, and befell. 
Then commenced an irregular firing by 
company I, the soldiers directing their shots 
towards the roof of the depot. 


The whole regiment generally tired thus, 


but a few depressed their pieces and Ihe 
balls flew among the cara and about the de- 
pot, wounding several spectators, 


Yesterday the depot building was an ob- 


ject of attraction to thousands of persons, 
anxious to view the effects of the shot, 
which are plentiful indeed. The depot roof 
which is of tin, was made to look like a 
uieve'in some places, the balls leaving a 
hole two or three inches in diameter. The 
col urn as and frame work of the depot also 
show the marks of the bally. Great groovea 
are cut in them, and pieces aa large as a 
man's hand knocked away. 
One ball pass- 


ed entirely through a cat five planka thick, 
and *lao a plate of zinc. Another severed 
a gas pipe m the depot. 
After the firing 


waa over, a soldier exhibited his musket, 
the bayonet of which bad been strnck with 
a ball, bending it into the shape of a fish- 
hook. Some of the balls fell in tho streets 
and in the yards of dwellings, 'a half mile 
from the depot. We have, heard of no 
casualties beyond the above.

The railroad is unobstructed between 


Hannibal and Monroe; no bridges burned 
or otherwise damaged. On arriving &t Mon- 
roe, wo effected a junction with Col. Smith, 
who was engaged entrenching himself at 
the seminary building near that place. The 
rebels) about 1200 strong, were grouped 
around over the prairie, out of reach of 
Smith's rifles. They had two pieces of ar- 
tillery, six pounders, which they atoon brought 
to bear upon us, but the distance waa so 
great that their balls were ftlmost apent be 
fore reaching their aim. 


Col. Smith ordered his men to continue 


the work on fortifications and to watch the 
flash of the enemy's guna, which all did, 
fulling into ditches till the shot passed, 
when all would rise and go to work again. 
In the meantime our gun was uaed with 
telling accuracy upon the enemy. 


By the aid of a spy glass several horses 


and their riders were distinctly seen lyin, 
dead on the prairie. The action continue 
until near dark, when the last shot from 
our gtm dismounted one of the enemy's, 
and just at this moment Gov. Wood and 
Capt. Bimiap fell upon the enemy's rear 
with the cavalry sent from Quincy on 
Wednesday, template!? routing' them and 


taking 15 prisoners, one gun and a large 
number of horses. There were from 20 to 
30 rebels killed. Not a man of the federal 
forces waa killed and but few Bounded.— 
We left for home as soon as tho battle was 
decided and do not know the names of the 
wounded. 


It ia said that Col. Smith is determined 


to shoot some of the moat prominent rebel 
prisoners. 


The energy of Wood is commendable in 


the extreme. When he landed at Marion 
City, some of tho men asked what they 
should do for provisions. His reply was, 
" Let the infantry take care of the provi- 
sions, the first thing we've got to do ia to 
reliere Col. Smith, and then we may stop 
to eat—Forward, march! f" and he started 
off on a brisk trot. He declared that who 
ever of the rebels fell into his hands would 
not get off on parole.

An address to Missourians, by Lieut. 


Gov. Reynolds, dated at Nashville, Teuri., 
is just received by Richard Beaumont. 
The writer s«jys he is temporarily absent 
from Missouri, because Gov. Jackson did 
not agree with him that the time for fight- 
ing was at hand when Camp Jackson sur- 
rendered. 
He has since been traveling 


south, making arrangements to assist the 
Miasouriaua. 
But Jeff Davis is unwilling 


to assist them directly, because he is unsat- 
isfied that the Missourians want to go into 
the southern confederacy, which Reynolds 
believes they do. He consoles hia friends 
with the statement that if the government 
cannot be carried on by Claib Jackson, he 
will himself bo on hand, aa soon as il is 
safe, to take tho governor's chair. He will 
.shrink from no responsibility. He advises 
bis friends, however, to first drive out the 
Lincoliiites, which, by creating a war in 
Missouri, will help Jeff Davis, as every sol- 
dier employed here weakens the federal ar- 
my elsewhere. 


This is the development of the plot men- 


tioned in my yesterday's dispatch. 
There 


is further evidence which ia not permitted 
to be used. 
^Itia now believed that Jefferaon City will 
be attacked by the rebels. Special dispatch- 
es to the Democrat from Jefferson City, uny 
our troops at Boonville have slept on their 
arms for «iivcral nights. The secessionists 
arc gathering on the opposite side of the 
river in largo numbers, talking very loudly. 
Artillery is much wanted at Boonville. A 
similarly threatening aspect is presented at 
Lexington and Arrow Rock. The telegraph 
wires have been cut and removed in that 
vicinity. Government scouts aro scouring 
the country between Boonvillo and Cole 
Camp. 


The Home Guards of Miller county have 


encamped at Tuscumbia, the county scat, 
and have hoisted the American flag on the 
courthouse.

WASHINGTON, July 8. 


GBS. JAKES' NEW PHOJECTILJJ.—The fly- 


ing artillery of the 2d regiment of Rhode 
Island hare been organized only about a 
month, and are armed with Gen. James' 
rifled cannon. 
In preaence of Governor 


Sprague and prominent military officers, 
senators and citizens, yesterday afternoon, 
eighteen shells were fired on Monument 
Square, in fifty-two seconds after the order 
to load was given—the guns being all aim- 
ed so a? to concentrate the fire on the river 
upon B very small surface. The sheila ex- 
ploded when they struck the water, arid 
sent the fragments about in all directions, 
showing a dreadfully destructive power, if 
used against bodies of men advancing upon 
the position. After repeating the exhibi- 
tion of firing rapidly, the guns were trained 
to fire down the river, and were act at high- 
er elevations than could be given when fir- 
ing across the river. At ten degrees eleva- 
tion shot were sustained iu the air sixteen 
seconds, and thrown 13,500 feet, or about 
two miles and two-thirds. At seventeen 
degrees elevation the shot were sustained 
twenty-five seconds, and were sent three 
miles and a half; and at nineteen degrees 
elevation the time was thirty-five seconds, 
and the distance over four miles. 


The guns used were the ordinary United 


States bronxe G-pounder field piece, so far 
aa the exterior is concerned. 
They tire 


bored a trifle larger inside than the 6-pound, 
er, and rifled according to Gen. James' 
plan. The projectiles weigh thirteen and a 
half pounds when nolid, and twelve when 
made as shells.—Philadelphia Press.

The line ia down this r/ternoon, and we 


are without any report just at the time 
when news is hourly expected from Gen. 
Patterson. If we had net been thoroughly 
schooled in disappointments, we should be 
likely to say something in dicali of a loss 
of temper. 


GENERAI, SEIGEI,.— This distinguished 


officer, who has just added new laurels to 
his already brilliant military reputation, 
was born in Cavlesrnhe, the capital of the 
grand-dukedom of Baden, where he also re- 
ceived his education at the military acade- 
my. At the age of eighteen he was appoin- 
ted a first lieutenant in the regular army. 
As such he published n series of newspaper 
articles on some of the defects and abuses 
in the German armies, which created quite 
a sensation in military circles. His bold 
and regardless criticisms brought on him 
the disfavor of his government and his dis- 
missal from the service, but, at the same 
timti served to establish his reputation as an 
otlicer of uncommon talents and thorough 
military knowledge. When, in 1848, the 
revolutionary movement broke out iu Bad- 
en, his republican proclivities made him 
join the revolutionary army, of which he 
w:is soon after elected commander-in-chief, 
being then only 23 yep.rs old. In several 
engagements he proved his practical skill 
to be equal to his theoretical abilities. 
At 


the battle of Weinheim, where, with 1,500 
men, he defeated 4,000 regular Hessian 
troops, he was seen in the thickest of the 
fight, his helmet riddled with balls. At the 
battle of Offenbach and on other occasions 
he was equally successful against superior 
forces. 
When finally obliged to yield to 


the overwhelming strength of the enemy— 
he had but 15,000 men, part of them volun- 
teering recruits against a regu'ar army of 
50.000 royalists under the command of the 
present King of Prussia—he made his fa- 
mous'retreat to Switzerland, during which 
he continually checked the advancing ene- 
my by "repeated attacks, coming out of all 
engagements with a smaller loss of lives 
than the enemy. 


Not allowed to remain in Switzerland, he 


came.to New York, where he sustained him- 
self, first by selling tobacco and segars, 
then by publishing a military periodical 
and a large work on military science, and 
finally by teaching mathematics at the Ger- 
man-English Academy of Dr. Dulon. At 
the outbreak of the secession movement in 
Missouri he was a professor of mathematics 
in St.. Louis. Gan. Seigel possesses in an 
eminent degree the two qualities, rarely 
combined in the same person, ot being a 
bold, dashing commander and a skilllil and 
prudent tactician. 


When, in the course of the war, the'law- 


yers and politicians now commanding our 
brave volunteers will have to make room 
for real officers, it is hoped that Gen. Seigel 
will not be overlooked.—Madison Argus. 


TERRIBLE EFFECT OF MINIE BULLETS.— 


The Baltimore Sun of July 5, deacribes the 
firing of the N. Y. regiment in the Camden 
station on account of a pistol shot fired at 
the regiment. It says : 


K'now appears that the ball from the 


musket of the soldier who stumbled and 
fellnjion entering the depot, killed a mem- 
ber of company I, who was ia advance of 
him. He .was a young man named Burr, 
about 23 years of age. 
The Minse ball first 


struck Burr in the back of the head, com- 
ing act at the forehead. The whole top of 
his forehead was blown away, and he fell. 
Then commenced an irregular firing, by 
company I, the soldiers directing their shots 
towards the roof of the depot. 


The whole regiment generally fired thus, 


but a few depressed their pieces and the 
balls flew among the cars and about the de- 
pot, wounding several spectators. 


Yesterday the depot building was an ob- 


ject of attraction to thousands of persons, 
anxious to view the effects of the shot, 
which are plentiful indeed. The depot roof 
which is of tin, was made to look like a 
sieve in some places, the balls leaving a 
hole two or three inches in diameter. The 
columns and frame work of the depot also 
show the marks of the balls. Great grooves 
are cnt in them, and pieces as large as a 
man's hand knocked away. One ball pass- 
ed entirely through a car five planks thick, 
and also a plate of zinc. Another severed 
a gas pipe" iu the depot. After the firing 
WBS over, n soldier exhibited his musket, 
the bayonet of which had been struck with 
a ball, bending it into the shape of a fish- 
hook. Some of the balls fell in the streets 
and in the yards of dwellings ,'a half mile 
from the depot. We have, heard ;of no 
casualties beyond the above.

I raised 
a fide crop of Blue Gages last season on a 
tree which has been stripped of its fruit 
every summer for several years. I believe 
the frequent use of this wash promotes the 
health and vigor of tho tree.

Hannibal and Monroe ; no bridges burned 
or'otherwise damaged. On arriving at Mon- 
roe, we effected a junction with Col. Smith, 
who was engaged entrenching himself at 
the seminary building uearthat place. The 
rebels, about 1200 strong, were grouped 
around over the prairie, out of reach of 
Smith's rifles. They had two pieces of ar- 
til lery, six pounders, which they Soon brought 
to bear upon us, but the distance was so 
great that their balls were almost spent be- 
fore reaching their aim. 


Col. Smith ordered his men to continue 


the work on fortifications and to watch the 
flash of the enemy's guns, which all did, 
falling into:ditches'till the shot passed, 
when all would rise and go to work again. 
In the meantime our. gun was used with 
telling accuracy upon the enemy. 


By the aid of a spy glass several horses 


and their riders were distinctly seen lying 
dead on the prairie. 
The action continued 


until near dark, when the last shot from 
.our gun dismounted one of the enemy's, 
and just at this moment Gov. Wood and 
Capt. Burnap fell upon the enemy's rear 
witu the cavalry sent from Quincy on 
Wednesday, completely routing them and 


taking 15 prisoners, one gun and a large 
number of horaes. There were from 20 to 
30 rebels killed. Not a man of the federal 
forces was killed and but few wounded.— 
We left for home as soon as tho'battle was 
decided and do not know the names of the 
wounded. 


It is said that Col. Smith is determined 


to shoot some of the most prominent rebel 
prisoners.

A portion of the Jour- 
nal compositors issued an extra this after- 
noon, styled the Bulletin, with telegrams 
and lies regarding Tom Harris's last collis- 
ion with the Illinoisans at Monroe. 


An address to Missourians, by Lieut. 


Gov. Reynolds, dated at Nashville, Tenn., 
is just received by Richard Beaumont. 
The writer says he ia temporarily absent 
from Missouri, because Gov. Jackson did 
not agree with him that the time for fight- 
ing was at hand when Camp Jackson sur- 
rendered.. 
He has since been traveling 


south, making arrangements to assist the 
Missouriaus. -.But Jeff Davis is unwilling 
to assist them directly, because he is unsat- 
isfied that the Missourians want to go into 
the southern confederacy, which Reynolds 
believes they do. He consoles his friends 
with the statement that if the government 
cannot be carried on by Claib Jackson, he 
will himself be on hand, as soon as it is 
safe, to take the governor's chair. 
He will 


shrink from no responsibility. He advises 
his friends, however, to first drive out the 
Lincolnites, which, by creating a war in 
Missouri, will help Jeff Davis, as every sol- 
dier employed here weakens the federal ar- 
my elsewhere. 


This is the development of the plot men- 


tioned ia my yesterday's dispatch. 
There 


is further evidence which ia not permitted 
to be used. 
j.Itis now believed that Jefferson City will 
be attacked by the rebels. Special dispatch- 
es to the Democrat from Jefferson City, say 
our troops at Boonville have slept on their 
arms for several nights. The secessionists 
are gathering on the opposite side of the 
river in large numbers, talking very loudly. 
Artillery is much wanted at Boonville. A 
similarly threatening aspect is presented at 
Lexington and Arrow Rock'. The telegraph 
wires have been cut and removed in that 
vicinity. Government scouts are scouring 
the country between Boonville and Cole 
Camp. 


The Home Guards of Miller county have 


encamped at Tuscumbia, the county seat, 
and have hoisted the American flag on the 
courthouse. They also seized two cannon 
concealed by the rebels, and arrested seve- 
ral citizens, who were sent to Jefferson City 
and released on taking the oath of allegi- 
ance, excepting one, who refused.

WASHINGTON, July 8. 


GBN. JAKES' NEW PROJECTILE.—The fly- 


ing artillery of the 2d regiment of Rhode 
Island have been organized only about a 
month, and are armed with Gen. James' 
rifled cannon. In presence of Governor 
Sprague and prominent military officers, 
senators and citizens, yesterday afternoon, 
eighteen shells were fired oa Monument 
Square, in fifty-two seconds after the order 
to load was given—the guns being all aim- 
ed so as to concentrate the fire on the river 
upon a very small surface. The shells ex- 
ploded when: they struck the water, and 
sent the fragments about'in all directions, 
showing a dreadfully destructive, power, if 
used against bodies of men advancing upon 
the position. 
After repeating the exhibi- 


tion of firing rapidly, the guns'were trained, 
to fire dpwn;the river, and were set at high- 
er elevations than could be given when fir- 
ing across the river. At ten degrees eleva- 
tion shot were sustained in the air sixteen 
seconds, and thrown 13,500 feet, or about 
two miles and two-thirds.' At seventeen 
degrees elevation the shot were sustained 
twenty-five seconds, and were sent three 
miles and a half; and at nineteen degrees 
elevation the time was thirty-five seconds, 
and the distance over four miles.u 
The guns used were the ordinary Uuited 


States bronze 6-pounder field piece, so far 
as the exterior is concerned. 
T.hey are 


bored a trifle larger inside thain the 6-pound. 
er, and rifled according to Gen. James' 
plan. The projectiles weigh thirteen and a 
half pounds when solid, and twelve when 
made as shells .—Philadelphia Press, 


LAKE SUPERIOR ROUTE AND MAiLS.-The 


steamer Swan, Capt. D. M. Whitney, has

<JEKERAL SEIGEL. — This distinguished 


officer, who has just added new laurels to 
his already brilliant military reputation, 
was born in Cailesrnhe, the capital of the 
graad-dukedom of Baden, where he also re- 
ceived his education at the military acade- 
my. At the age of eighteen he was appoin- 
ted a first lieutenant in the regular army. 
As such he published a series of newspaper 
articles on some of the defects and abuses 
in the German armies, which created quite 
a sensation in military circles. His bold 
and regardless criticisms brought on him 
the disfavor of his government and his dis- 
missal from the service, but, at the same 
timo served to establish his reputation as an 
ofiicer of uncommon talents and thorough 
military knowledge. When, in 1848, the 
revolutionary movement broke out in Bad- 
en, his republican proclivities made him 
join the revolutionary army, of which he 
was soon after elected commander-in-chief, 
being then only 23 years old. In several 
engagements he proved his practical skill 
to be equal to his theoretical abilities. At 
the battle of Weinheim, where, with 1,500 
men, he defeated 4,000 regular Hessian 
troops, he was seen in the thickest of the 
fight, his helmet riddled with balls. At the 
battle of Offenbach and on other occasions 
he was equally successful against superior 
forces. When finally obliged to yield to 
the overwhelming strength of the enemy — 
he had but 15,000 men, part of them volun- 
teering recruits against a regular army of 
50,000 royalists uuder the command of the 
present King of Prussia — he made his fa- 
mousjretreat to Switzerland, during which 
he continually checked the advancing ene- 
my by-repeated attacks, coming out of all 
engagements with a smaller loss of lives 
than the enemy. 


Not allowed to remain in Switzerland, he 


came to New York, where he sustained him- 
self, first by selling tobacco and segars, 
then by publishing a military periodical 
and a large work on military science, and 
finally by teaching mathematics at the Ger- 
man-English Academy of Dr. Dulon. At 
the outbreak of the secession movement in 
Missouri he was a professor of mathematics 
in St. Louis. 
Gen. Seigel possesses in an 


eminent degree the two qualities, rarely 
combined in the same person, ot being a 
bold, dashing commander and a skillful and 
prudent tactician. 


When, in the course of the war, the law- 


yers and politicians now commanding our 
brave volunteers will have to make room 
for real officers, it is hoped that Gen. Seigel 
will not be overlooked. — Madison Argus. 


TERRIBLE EFFECT OF MIKIE BULLETS. — 


The Baltimore Sun of July 5, describes the 
firing of the N. Y. regiment in the Camden 
station oa account of a pistol shot fired at 
the iegiment. It says : 


B'now appears that the ball from the 


musket of the soldier who stumbled and 
feltupon entering the depot, killed a mem- 
ber of company I, who was ia advance of 
him. He was a young man named Burr, 
ab»nt 23 years of age. 
The Minie ball first 


struck Burr in the back of the head," com- 
ing not at the forehead. 
The whole top of 


his forehead was blown away, and he fell. 
Then conmenced an irregular firing by 
company I, the soldiers directing their shots 
towards the roof of the depot. 


The whole regiment generally fired thus, 


but a few depressed their pieces and the 
balls flew Among the cars and about the de- 
pot, wounding several spectators. 


Yesterday the depot building was an ob- 


ject of attraction to thousands of persons, 
anxious to view the effects of the shot, 
which are plentiful indeed. The depot roof 
which is of tin, was made to look like a 
sieve*in some places, the balls leaving a 
hole two or three inches in diameter. 
The 


columns and frame work of the depot also 
show the marks of the balls. Great grooves 
are cut in them, and pieces as large as a 
man's hand knocked away. One ball pass- 
ed entirely through a car five planka thick, 
and dso a plate of zinc. Another severed 
a gas pipe in the depot. After the firing 
was over, a soldier exhibited his musket, 
the bayonet of which had been struck with 
a ball, bending it into the shape of a fish- 
hook. Some of the balls fell in the streets 
and in the yards of dwellings ,'a half mile 
from the depot.

REMEDY FOR THE CUJICULIO. — A corres- 


pondent of the New England Farmer gives 
the following directions: 


I have found that a wash made of a piece 


of quick-lime the size of a quart measure, 
put to a half-barrel of water, stand two 
days, and then well stirred, ia a sure pro- 
tection for the plum from the attacks of 
the curculio. It should be applied very 
soon after the blossoms fall, and repeated 
as often as once a week or ten days, until 
the fruit is fully grown. With a common 
garden syringe a good sized tree may be 
completely covered with the wash in a few 
moments ; I believe ths failure of this rem- 
edy will be owing only to its imperfect ap- 
plication, or to the solution being made too 
weak to be distasteful to insects. I raised 
a fine crop of Blue Gages last season on a 
tree which has been stripped of its r'ruit 
every summer for several years. I believe 
the frequent use of this wash promotes the 
health and vigor of the tree.

WASHINGTON', July 13. 


SENATE.—Wilson gave notice that he 


should introduce a bill, authorizing the fed- 
eral government to take personal property 
in the rebel states when the owners are 
fonnd in rebellion against the government.

ing the secretary of war to inform the sen- 
ate whether any contract had been made 
except by the regular officers, commissaries 
or quartermasters, and if so to lay them 
before the senate. 


Sen. Saulsbury offered a resolution, pro- 


posing amendments to the constitution, for 
peaceable adjustment to the present diffi- 
culties. Ordered printed. 


Sen. Simmer presented a memorial, from 


the citizens of Mass., to remove all cause 
of war, which in the view of the petitioners 
is the continued permission of slavery. 


Sen. Hale reported a bill to provide for 


appointing paymasters. Passed. 


HOUSE.—Mr. Valandigham offered a pre- 


amble, protesting against [several members 
in the house occupying seats in consequence 
of holding military commissions.

Three companies of the Hannibal Home

ed, and bring the following : 


The railroad is unobstructed between 


Hannibal and Monroe; no bridges burned 
or otherwise damaged. 0 n arriving at Mon- 
roe, we effected a junction with Col. Smith, 
who was engaged entrenching himself at 
the seminary building near that place. The 
rebels, abont 1200 strong, were grouped 
around over the prairie, out of reach of 
Smith's rifles. They had two pieces of ar- 
tillery, six pounders, which they doon brought 
to bear upon ns, but the distance was so 
great that their balls were almost spent be- 
fore reaching their aim. 


Col. Smith ordered his men to continue 


the work on fortifications and to watch the 
flash of the enemy's guns, which all did, 
falling into ditches till the shot passed, 
when all would rise and go to work again. 
In the meantime our gun was nsed with 
telling accuracy upon the enemy. 


By the aid of a spy glass several horses 


and their riders were distinctly seen lying 
dead on the prairie. The action continued 
until near dark, when the last shot from 
onr gun dismounted one of the enemy's, 
and just at this moment Gov. Wood and 
Capt. Burnap fell upon the enemy's rear 
with the cavalry sent from Quincy on 
Wednesday, completely routing them and 


taking 75 prisoners, one gun and a large 
number of horses. There were from 20 to 
30 rebels killed. Not a man of the federal 
forces was killed and but few wounded.— 
We left for home as soon as the battle was 
decided and do not know the names of the 
wounded. 


It is said that Col. Smith is determined 


to shoot some of the most prominent rebel 
prisoners. 


The energy of Wood is commendable in 


the extreme. When he landed at Marion 
City, some of the men asked what they 
should do for provisions. 
His reply was, 
" Let the infantry take care of the .provi- 
sions, the first thing we've got to do is to 
relieve Col. Smith, and then we may stop 
to eat—Forward, march! I" and he started 
off on a brisk trot. He declared that who- 
ever of the rebels fell into his hands would 
not get off on parole.

No pale 
rag was hung out to the minions of Tom 
Harris, but on the contrary, Col. Smith had 
commencement exercises at the institution 
aforesaid, and issued certificate of leave to 
the 2,500 surrounding auditors. 


Harris had two pieces of artillery and 


kept his men beyond the reach of musket 
shot, but as soon as he had placed his guns 
so as to play upon the building, Smith ad- 
vanced and dismounted them, scattering 
rebels in every direction and taking many 
prisoners.

Hickman told them frankiy that the south 
were to be " subjected to complete submis- 
sion to the constitution and laws; and if 
that reqnired their 'subjugation' it would by 
their own fault, not ours." Vallandigham's 
proposition to send seven commissioners to 
accompany the army on its march and re- 
ceive any proposition looking to peace, was 
unceremoniously disposed of. Some demo- 
cratic members told him when the rebels 
laid down their arms and sued for peace as 
the reward o'f their obedience to the laws, 
they would vote peace, and not before.— 
Frank Blair thought as there was some 
doubt whether congress would increfise the 
regular army, the president should have 
power to call out a very large force of _vol- 
unteers. This is a very important intima- 
tion of the unpopularity of a permanent 
standing army. Many of the ablest repub- 
lican senators and representatives will fight 
it hard, but it seems likely to pass unless 
the people are heard from to the contrary. 
Mr. McClernand is the only prominent dem- 
ocrat who favors it. 
Mr. Lovejoy opposes 


it strenuously. No doubt it would give 
enormous patronage, and be extravagantly 
expensive. 


The house voted $30 bounty to the three 


months' volunteers enlisting for the war, 
with $10 additional if enlisting by compan- 
ies, and $10 more (making $50) if enlisting 
by regiments. 
This is additional to the 


$100 already voted to all three years volun- 
teers to the end of the war. 


In the senate, Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, op- 


posed the extravagant appropriation in the 
military bill for chaplains, which amounts 
to $700,000. It passed, however. 


Senator Lane of Kansas denied the right 


of Governor Robinson to appoint bis suc- 
cessor. He had not resigned, and perhaps 
would not. He had received authority to 
raise a Kansas brigade, but when his colo- 
nels had raised it, not before, would he con- 
sider the question. So Mr. Stanton is left 
out in the eold, awaiting Gen. Lane's pleas- 
ure.

He will 
shrink from no responsibility. He advises 
his friends, however, to first drive out the 
Lincolnites, which, by creating a war in 
Missouri, will help Jeff Davis, as every sol- 
dier employed here weakens the federal ar- 
my elsewhere. 


This is the development of the plot men- 


tioned in my yesterday's dispatch. 
There 


is further evidence which is not permitted 
to be nsed. 
^.It is now believed that Jefferson City will 
be attacked by the rebels. Special dispatch- 
es to the Democrat from Jefferson City, say 
our troops at Boonville have slept on their 
arms for several nights. 
The secessionists 


are gathering on the opposite side of the 
river in large numbers, talking very loudly. 
Artillery is much wanted at Boonville. A 
similarly threatening aspect is presented at 
Lexington and Arrow Rock. The telegraph 
wires have been cut and removed in that 
vicinity. Government scouts are scouring 
the country between Boonville and Cole 
Camp. 


The Home Guards of Miller county have 


encamped at Tuscumbia, the county seat, 
and have hoisted the American flag on the 
courthouse. They also seized two cannon 
concealed by the rebels, and arrested seve- 
ral citizens, who were sent to Jefferson City 
and released on taking the oath of allegi- 
ance, excepting one, who refused. 


Matters look threatening in the interior. 


A letter received to-night from Pettis coun- 
ty, says the secessionists swear that the con- 
vention never shall meet. This is evident- 
ly their game, to prevent the deposing of 
Jackson and Reynolds. 


POMEROY, 0., July 10. 


PIRACY ON THE OHIO.—The steamer Fan- 


nie McBurnie was hailed this morning as 
she came up at Greenbottom, by the noto- 
rious A. G. Jenkins. • As she neared the 
shore, at a given signal 30 of his band 
sprang from an ambush near at hand, and 
ordered her to cast anchor, which she was 
forced to do; after which they boarded her, 
and upon search found one box of pistols 
and a few stores, which they carried off, to- 
gether with goods taken from passengers. 
They then told the officers that as they were 
particular friends and acquaintances, they 
would not burn the boat. 


MISSOURI.—The state of affairs in Mis- 


souri begins to look threatening again- 
threatening to the peace and prosperity of 
her own people. Aside from the sudden 
outbreak in the northwestern portion of the 
state, it appears that the butternut gentry 
are again growing bellicose along the "Mis' 
souri river at Boonville, Lexington, etc.— 
Our 19th regiment of volunteers, Col. Tur- 
chin, received orders yesterday noon to pro 
ceed to Quincy, whither they went last night. 
It. is supposed that their sudden movement 
is impelled by the unfavorable turn which 
affairs have taken in that quarter. 


Gen. Lyon has struck a blow better than 


killing five thousand armed traitors, in sup- 
pressing the publication of the Missouri 
State Journal. This sheet, for the past two 
weeks, has filled the state with lies, to the 
effect that Ben. McCulloch was marching 
with 20,000 men to reinstate Claib. Jack- 
son, and declaring that the only thing need- 
ed to insure his success was a simultaneous 
rising of the secessionists in the different 
parts of the state. While if may seem like 
a harsh measure to suppress even a lying 
and treasonable public journal, it is a seri- 
ous question whether the security and peace 
of a whole state, and the lives and property 
cf its citizens, shall thus continue to be 
jeoparded.—Chicago Tribune.

WASHINGTON, July 8. 


GES. JAKES' NEW PROJECTILE.—The fly- 


ing artillery of the 2d regiment of Rhode 
Island have been organized only about a 
month, and are armed with Gen. James' 
rifled cannon. In presence of Governor 
Spragne and prominent military officers, 
senators and citizens, yesterday afternoon, 
eighteen shells were fired on Monument 
Square, in fifty-two seconds after the order 
to load was given—the guns being all aim- 
ed so as to concentrate the fire on the river 
upon a very small surface. The shells ex- 
ploded when they struck the water, and 
sent the fragments about in all directicns, 
showing a dreadfully destructive power, if 
nsed against bodies of men advancing upon 
the position. After repeating the exhibi- 
tion of firing rapidly, the guns were trained 
to fire down the river, and were set at high- 
er elevations than could be given when fir- 
ing across the river. At ten degrees eleva- 
tion shot were sustained in the air sixteen 
seconds, and thrown 13,500 feet, or abont 
two miles and two-thirds. At seventeen 
degrees elevation the shot were sustained 
twenty-five seconds, and were sent three 
miles and a half; and at nineteen degrees 
elevation the time was thirty-five seconds, 
and the distance over fonr miles. 


The guns nsed were the ordinary United 


States bronze 6-pounder field piece, so far 
as the exterior is concerned. 
They ure 


bored a trifle larger inside than the 6-pound, 
er, and rifled according to Gen. James' 
plan. The projectiles weigh thirteen ami a 
half pounds when solid, and twelve when 
made as shells.—Philadelphia Press. 


LAKE SUPERIOR ROUTE AND MAiis.-The 


steamer Swan, Capt. D. M. Whitney, has 
become a permanent and popular fixture 
on the Lake Superior route, between this 
city and Little Bay de Noquet—her run- 
ning time (including all stoppages) between 
this and the latter place, being but 15 
hours ; from thence to Marquette, L. S., a 
distance of 58 miles, the mails are carried 
through on horseback in 14 hours, or by 
daylight. The Swan leaves Green Bay ev- 
ery Monday and Wednesday evening, after 
the arrival of our mails ; and leaves Bay 
de Noquet for Green Bay every Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings, after the arrival of 
the Lake Superior mails. The first through 
passengers from L. S. by this route, came 
in on the Swan on Friday evening. As soon 
as this route becomes better known, and the 
road between Bay de Noqnet and Marquette 
ia opened for carriage travel, we shall look 
for a heavy trade and travel in this direc- 
tion, which certainly will be the most de- 
lightful and expeditious of all routes lead- 
ing into that popular summer resort.— 
Green Say Advocate.
